HOME FOR AGED AND INDIGENT CATS, 


Annual Report of the Institution Located 
Near Boston. 


by Telegraph to the Post-DisPpatca. 

Boston, Mass., April 21.—The ‘‘Home for 
Aged and Indigent Cats’’ bas made its annual 
report. This institution, for a smail sum, 
undertakes the care ofcats which are ill or 
which, having outlived tholr usefulness, are 
held so dear by their masters or mistresses 
as to deserve such kind and judicious 
treatment as may prolong their 
to the legitimate limit free from 
the dangers of brickbats or mischief-making 


smali boys. The ‘‘Cat Hospital,’’ as it is ta- 
miliarly known, is loeated in the suburbs of 
Brighton, and under Supt. Perkins’ intelli- 
gent management it does a paying business. 
The most aristocratic members of the cat cre- 
ation in Boston are sheltered behind its con- 
fines, while there also many other cats there 
of less conspicuous pedigree. During the 
past year, as the report shows, 261 
sick, debilitated, superannuated or home- 
less cats were taken in out of the cold 
and cheerless world. Of the total number of 
cats received 171 were sent in for treatment by 
their owners, while ninety were simply pulled 
in for belng without visible means of support. 
Of deaths there were thirty-five, the larger 
proportion being due to la grippe, agains

Lonpon, April 21.—There is every reason to 
believe that tho first shot of a new civil war 
Will be fired in Crete to-day at Ambellos, 
where all preparations for such an event have 
been made. The Cretans are being deliber- 


-ately driven to desperation by the Turgs with 


aviewto undo the freedom gained in fifty 
years of struggling and to restore the unlimit- 
ed Turkish rule of the last century. The Turks 
had the advantage of being able at the begin- 
ning of last year’s disturbances to put the 
Cretans in the wrong and at the same time to 
gain a military hold on the island. The 
powers are embarrassed; first, because they 
cannot contest the rightofthe Turkish Gov- 
ernment to repress what was plausible; 
secondly, because strong pressure on Turkey 
might upset the existing abominations. 
THE POWERS CAUTIOUS. 

The Turks have before appealed to Russia 
for help and might do so again. The Powers 
are rendered even more cautious by their own 
present grouping intotwo camps, and by the 
dread of precipitating a conflict between 
them. Butthis very hesitation involves the 
greatest risk. The Turks will probably be 
unable to conquer the Cretans. Inthe struggle 
of 1866-8, Turkey spent $250,000,v00 and 
lost 60,000 men without succeeding. 
If a similar effort should be 
again required Turkey can make 
it only upon condition that she has no dis- 
tractions elsewhere. Kut at this moment the 
Sultan hastofaceastrained situation, alike 
in Asiaandin Europe. The outcome of bis 
latest attempt to coerce Crete cannot be 
predicted, but there will probably be some 
interference by the Powers to puta stop to the 
butchery, not so much in the interest of the 
Cretan sufferers, asin thet of Turkish bond- 
holders who do not Wantio see the Ottoman 
revenues wasted in a doubtfuland useless 
warfare.

Senate Public Lands Committee, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands to-day ordered a 
favorable report upon the bill to authorize 
North Dakota to apply certain sections of 


school Lands to the uses and needs of an agri- 
cultural college. Most of the session was 
occupied by the .consideration of a bill pre- 
pared in the land office to reguiate the grant- 
ing of leases and the distribution of hot water 
at Hot Springs, Ark. By the terms of the bill 
the Secretary of the Interior is author- 
ized to execute leases to the bath- 
houses and bath-house sites on the 
Pediment reservation at Hot Springs fora 
period not exceed§ng ten years and at annual 
ground rent not exceeding $30 perfoot. The 
rate of hot water furnished, amount to be de- 
termined by meter, shall not exceed 10 cénts 
per 100 gallons. A lease of the Ariington Ho- 
teland site tothe present lessees is author- 
ized at $10,000 a year. In case of the 
organization of a combination or 
pool of bath-house lessees, the 
Secretary is agthborized to forfeit 
the lease or privilege of parties connected 
therewith and to refuse to lease privileges to 
parties interested in other leases. The bilil is 
opposed by representatives of Hot 
Springs interests, who ask thatthe terms of 
the leeses be made thirty years instead of ten 
years, and thatthe hot water be 10 cents per 
guilon instead of 10 cents per 100 galions. The 
committee laid the biliover until next meet- 
ing without action. 


The Depression tn Agriculture, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Secretary 
Rusk is about to issue an address to the 
farmers of the country explaining how the 
depression in agriculture can be remedied. 


He attributes the present state of affairs in 
part to carelessness in culture, and save that 
in these days of world-wide competition a 
successful farmer must be as well trained and 
careful in business as the storekeeper, and his 
equalin intelligence and general education. 
The Secretary also thinks tnat the farmer 
does not study the market reports as 
carefuliy as he should, and recom- 
mends that he avail himself of the 
information supplied by the agricul- 
tural department. He thinks that farmers 
should not acquire more land than they ¢an 
profitably cultivate. After touching upon the 
questions of farm mortgages, transportation, 
the middle man, gambling in farm propucts 
and combinations to contro! the market, the 
Secretary makes along argument in favor of 
higher duties on farm preducts. He gives 
tabies toshow thatour imports of agricul- 
tural products amount to $266,273,738, the 
greater part of which, probably $250,000,000 
might be, with proper encouragement, pro- 
duced on ourown soil. He thinks that the 
problem can be solved bythe imposition of 
bigh rates of duty on agricultural products, 


The Zona Libre. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Repre- 
sentative Vandever of California appeared 
before the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs this morning to advocate the adoption of 
his joint resolution requesting the President 


to open negotiations with Mexico for the pro- 
motion of commercial and ftriendiy relations 
and forthe adjustment of boundaries. He 
discussed the unsettled state of affairs 
in the Zona Libre, pointed out the 
necessitv for a speedy adjustment of the 
boundary question and referred to the in- 
creasing number of illegal entries of Chinese 
across the border. All of these matters might 
be satisfactorily settled by nexotiations with 
the Mexican Government through the medi- 
um ofacommission to be appointed by the 
Piesident, This commission could also ascer- 
tain and construe the meaning of existing 
treaties and make necessary provision for 
reforming them. 


Decision in a Patent Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—In an opinion 
rendered to-day by Justice Blatchford aftirm- 
ing the judgment of the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of Llli- 


nois in the case of the Commercial 
Manufacturing Co., appellants, vs. the 
Fairbanks Canning Co., the United 
States Supreme Court holds that the patents 
granted by the United States to Hippolyte 
Mege for the invention of a process of manu- 
facturing oleomargarine expired with the ex- 
piration of his Austrian and Bavarian pat- 
ents. The lastre-issue of patent, it theref ore 
holds, was invalid and that consequenty the 
Fairbanks Co. are not infringers. 


A Pension Claimant Loses. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The United 
States Supreme Court, in an opinion by Jus- 
tice Bradley to-day, affirmed the judgment of 
the District Supreme Court in refusing to 
granting a writof mandamus to Charlies R. 
Davis to compel the Pension Commissioner to 
grant him an increase of pensions. It is al- 
leged that the Commissioner refused to com- 
ply with the instructions of the Secretary. 
The courtholds that the Commissioner fol- 
lowed the instractions and the Secretary then 
exercised his discretion as to matters left 
open, as he had a right to do. 


Democratic Senators’ Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The caucus of 
Democratic Senators this morning lasted an 
hour and was largely attended. It is stated 
by Chairman Gorman that the proceedings 
were simply a conterence upon the course of 
business undthe only action taken was the 
adoption ofaresolution to appoint a com- 
mittee to take charge ofthe intérests of the 
minority in the matter of legislation. The 
committee has not yet been selected.

JULIA DENT GRANT. _ 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH THE 
WIDOW OF THE GENERAL- 


— 


Mrs. Graut Preparing Her Memoirs—Purely 
a Family Bookin Which the Home Life 
ofthe GrantsIsto Be Described—A Pleas- 
ant Chat With Prince Bismarck—The 
General’s Courtship. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—A reporter of the 
WORLD has had an interview with Mrs. Gen. 
Grant upon the subject of her memoirs. The 
reporter says: 

Gossip has traduced Mrs. Grant. Instead of 
being infirm she is in her second girlhood, 
reveling in the enjoyment of exuberant health 
and perfect contentment. She came tripping 
down the stairease of her city home yesterday 
with astepaslfght and sure as it ever was. 
The réporter told her he expected to see her 
in an invalid chair, and she laughingly re- 
marked: 

‘*Most strangers do. I am 64 years of age, 
but I have never been better in my life. Good 
health was the legacy of my family. My 
mother completed her three score years, and 
my father lived to be 87. I read occasionally 
about my bodily ailments, but happily I have 
not any closer acquaintances with any. I 
cannottell you why I am so well, because I 
am nothing of a dietarian. I am constantly 
being scolded for my imprudence. I almost 
live on fruits, and [have oranges within reach 
of my bed to eatthrough the night. Ifthe 
dessert about the table tempts me Il am helped 
atonce, andthat spoils my appetite forthe 
whole dinner. Hygtenically this is all wrong. 
But individually I am satisfied, and pblysicaliy 
Iam as well and strong as lever was.’’ 

**How did you enjoy your visit to Austria?’’ 

**Very well. Iwas in Vienna only a short 
while. Mostofmy time was spent traveling 
through the German and Austrian States. I 
had invited a friend to go with me, because I 
wanted to revisit the places I had seen with 
the General. Wewentto Beyreuthb to hear 
‘*Parsifal,’’ to Wuartemburg, Dresden, Isobel, 
Carlsbad and other piaces.’’ 

MRS. GRANT'S BOOK. 

Inquiry was made about the reminiscences 
Mrs. Grant is preparing, and about which she 
was very reluctant to talk. 

‘‘I have been working on my book some 
time, but itis pureivafamily volume, and 
that I wantfor the children. Ihad no idea of 
publishing it. I wanted to leave it to my fam- 
ily as asort of history, and if they cared to 
publish itthey could do so. Our home life 
has been so broken that I feel the children 
know but little about itexcept what they 
learn from print. It wasto enlighten them, 
correct some errors andadd new material 
thatl began this work. My people were born 
in Pennsylvania, and made the journey to 
Missouri when that section was known as the 
American Wilderness. They went down the 
Ohio on flatbouts. The trip from Shaw. 
neetown to St. Louis was made 
by carriage. My father had a pretty 
place. There were plenty of negroes to 
wait on us, numerons cattie and horses and to 
my girlish fancy the farm seemed boundless. 
I often think what good things we used to 
eat from the eld mammy who bossed every- 
thing and ‘minded’ everybody. Nothing has 
ever tasted halfso good since as her cream 
biscuits, wafiles and jumbles and I have sat at 
many banqucts and feasts. Wechildren were 
as happy and freeas the birds. My mother 
was a gentic, sweet woman of rare mental 
strength who made our home a heaven 
and enslaved everyone by her love. 
I lived in sunny Missouri when 
my brother went to West Point, and when he 
brought Lieut. Grant home to spend the holi- 
days, we had many family frolics in those 
days about which my sons are wholly ignor- 
ant. There was no seifish secrecy about any 


ofthem. We all shared them—parents, broth- 
ersaud the servants enjuyed their partas 
much as any of us. 


GRANT AS A LOVER. 

‘‘In those days I was jealously guarded, and 
never moved ten feet from the house without 
my brother or a servant. One summer day 
we were going Out toa morning wedding and 
Lieut. Grant was also invited. -He came for 
us on horseback, and asked my brother’s per- 
mission to drive me in exchange for his 
saddle to which he giadly consented. The 
day was beautiful, the roads were a little 
heavy from previous rains, but the sun shone 
in splendor. We hadtocross a little bridge 
that spanned a ravine and when we reached 
itl was surprised and a little concerned to 
find the guich swollen, a most unusual thing, 
the water reaching the bridge. I noticed, 
too, that Lieut. Grant was very quiet and the 
high water bothered me. I asked several 
times if he thought it dangerous to cross and 
told him that we had rather go back than take 
any risk. He assured me in his brief wa 
that it was perfectly safe and in my heart 
relled on him, but just as we reached 
the old bridge, I said: ‘Now, if anything 
happens, remember I shall cling to you, no 
matter what you say to the contrary. He 
said ‘Allright’ and we were over the banks 
in less than a minute. Then his mind changed. 
He became more social and asked me to be- 
come his wife, using my threat as & theme. 
We had dinner In the afternoon. Lieut. Grant 
asked me to setthe day. I wanted to be en- 
gaged, and told him it would be much nicer 
than getting married, a sentiment he did not 
approve. We were very quiet at the house 
that evening and neither said a word 
of the secret. After supper he went back 
to the regiment and a few days later Gen. 
Taylor sent him to Oamp Salubrity in Louisi- 
anna. He wastoo shy to ask father so he 
waited till he was stationed and wrote to him. 
Father never answered the letter. Iwas his 
favorite daughter and he thought that army 
life would not sult me.

‘‘AsI suid before, our family life was a 
series of interruptions, and it is to cement 
thatthatI am writing my book.

I wish IL could produce one- 
hundredth part of the bright companies we 
had together, but my memory is so treacher- 
ous. There were countiess evenings in tne 


General’s library with afew gentiemen and I/| 


asthe privileged guest, when such men as 
Conkling, Blaine, Oglesby, Nye, Howe, An 
thony and Jones of Nevada gathered around 
a table and broke lancas and the matching of 
wits from all overthe country at dinner and 
in the smoking-room, when our eyes cried 
and burned with laughter and cigar smoké. 
While abroad we saw manythings that have 
never been referredto. Iremember when we 
were in Berlintbe old Emperor lay wounded 
by the vulletof an assassin. The piace was 
surrounded. Iron chains cut off all egress 
and the streets and pavements wére cush- 
ioned with bemiock bark. We spent a day 
with Bismarex most delightfully, and the 
Chancellor and the General talked dogs 
and duck-hunting liké two boys. Among 
other places of interest the Prince and Prin 
cesstook the General and me to the War 
Chamber, where the commission asseinbled 
to settie the terms of the Russo-Turkish war. 
I wae with the Prince, and he showed me his 
chair and Beaconsfieild’s and others of note. 
I asked as gently as possibile what he, a Ger- 
man, had to do with the affairs of Russia, ana 
his answer was: ‘Russia has eaten too much 
Turkey and we want to he!p her digest It.’ 
BISMARCK AND AMERICAN GIRLS. 

**He took me into dinner and I hadto walk 
on my toes to reach hisarm. Whenl looked 
up he seemed two feet above me. Among 
other things we talked about American girls. 
He said they were very bright; 
that the German girl suffered in 
comparison because of her shyness and that 
the married women were the belles. Coming 
away he went to the carriage step with us and 
when I bade him good-bye he bowed very low, 
kissed my hand and held itin bis for a mo- 
ment admiringly. It never seemed so small 
before or since as it did in his big strong hand. 
The American Cardinal arranged a reception 
forus atthe Vatican and we had a pleasant 
visit with the Pope. He spoke approvingly 
of the roving chaplain the General had ap- 
pointed to go among the camps on the frontier. 
I had alittle diamond cross the General bad 
given me on the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
our wedding and I thought if the Pope biessed 
it I should not lose it. He did so-—-just touched 
it with his finger.’’ 

‘‘How much of the book have you written?’’ 

‘‘I can’t measure my manuscript as you 
newspaper people do. I bave begun with my 
motber and father and finished with the White 
House, telling many truths that I should not 
care to seein print. For tnstance, we were 
verv happy in the ola mansion, for it was the 
only place that we had all been together for 
any length of time. [remember how I cried 
and bow the General laughed when the cars 
rolled out of the Washington depot. It was 
more than I could bear. I went to the state- 
room and cried like a baby. The General was 
astonished and begged me to tell him the 
trouble. I was poetic in my grief, and said: 
‘lam a waifon the world’s wide common.’ 
‘But you are notthe only waif,’ he said; 
‘there are two of us.’ 

‘*But I spotled my eyes for. two months and 
cried tears enough to float a ship. I thought 
ita real calamity, but my husband was giad 
to getaway. It was not vase ces but the 
happy associations of the hite House, I 
fully sympathized with Mrs. Cleveland. It 
was too bad, forshe was young and so full of 
girlish enthusiasm. 

‘<I don’t make any pretense asa writér. I 
am just jotting down things as I woud talk. 
Books, old souvenirs, menus and guests’ 
cards that I come across suggest material and 
Iatn constantly meeting old friends and get- 
ting letters that refresh my memory. son 
Jesse is with me forashorté visit, and am 
using bim asasortof copy reader. I have 
never thought of bringing out the book. It 
is a mere keepsake prepared in idie bours for 
my children and grandchildren.’’

THE TRUSTS “IN CLOVER.” 


A Republican organ says the Senate’s 
anti-trust bill will become a law, and that 
its approval by the President will mark 
the day which placed the Republican 
party in power as ‘‘the darkest day which 
‘*the pools, trusts and combines ever 
**saw.’? 

By their actions the trusts are showing 
that they have fully accepted the passage 
of that bill by a unanimous vote of the 
Senate asa guarantee that they need be 
in no fear of unfriendly legislation from 
the present Congress. Since the Senate 
passed it, the Standard Oil people. have 
gone on and completed the organization 
of their great White Lead and Linseed 
Oil Trusts, which will give them an ab- 
solute monopoly of the painting business, 
and enable them to enroll among the 
serfs of the Standard Oil Trust every 
painter in the United States. 

The White Lead and Linseed Oil branch 
ofthe great Standard Oil octopus has 
been capitalized at $120,000,000, and the 
influence of that amount of capital was 
shown not only in emasculating the anti- 
trust bill but in averting a far more 
effective blow against the tariff founda- 
tion on which the organization rests. 
That foundation was the duty of 25 cents 
a gallon on linseed oil, which had enabled 
the Linseed Oil Trust to raise the price of 
oil from 38 cents to 60, and a duty of 3 
cents a@ pound, or more than 70 per cent, 
on white lead. 

Instead of destroying these combines by 
cutting down the duties on the articles 
they are monopolizing, the Ways and 
Meaus Committee, at their request, has 
increased the oil duty to 30 cents, and the 
new paint combine isso much master of 
the situation in Congress, and has so little 
fear of the Senate bill, that it has put 
white lead up 10 per cent and will cer- 
tainly announce further advances if the 
tariff reformers in Congress do not utterly 
suppress the McKinley bill. 

————— OE SE 
WABBLING AGAIN, 

The Administration started in to head 
off the silver men with the Windom bill. 
For a time it seemed that Mr. HARRISON’S 
public and private promises to them were 
to be broken as ruthlessly as his promises 
to the civil service reformers. Of free 
coinage he said in his December message: 
‘*We should not tread the dangerous edge 
of such a peril,” and he expressed his 
fear that ‘‘the same result would follow 
‘‘any considerable increase of the present 
‘rate of coinage.’’ 

But both houses have repudiated the 
Administration’s silver policy, a confer- 
ence committee representing the Repub- 
licans of both houses is now considering 
how far they can go in the direction of 
free coinage without encountering a 
veto, and the Administration’s home or- 
gan, the Indianapolis Journal, now openly 
declares that ‘‘Congress will probably 
‘*provide for the unlimited free coinage 
‘‘of silver,’’ and that ‘‘President HakR- 
‘*rIson’s administration is likely to be- 
‘‘come as memorable for its friendliness 
‘‘to silver and silver coinage as that of 
**¢CLEVELAND’S is for its hostility.’’ 

We shall have to wait a year or two 
longer to learn whether this Administra- 
tion is to become memorable for anything 
except its pliableness to ‘“‘pulls’’ and it§ 
devotion to the spoils system.

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SPECIAL MEETING OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
TO-NIGAT TO PASS ON THE CONTEST- 


What the Report of the Committee Will Be 
—Doubt as to Whether the Auler Men 
Can Get Their Full Vote in Favor of 
Ousting Kelly—The Miller Men's View 
of the Situatioo—Froeebel’s Birthday and 
How It Was Celebrated. 


A special meeting of the School Boara will 
be held to-night for the purpose of consider- 
ing and taking action upon the report of the 
Standing- Kelly Election Contest Committee. 
The committee~ hag been investigating the 
case for a couple of inonths and has now com- 
pleted its labors. Mr. P. J. Kelly and Dr. 
Wm. Standing were the candidates for School 
Directors in the Tenth District at the last elec 
tion and Mr. Kelly, on the face of the returns, 
was elected by a good majority. Dr. Stand. 
ing, however, contested the election on 
the grounds of fraud. A demand was 
made by his attorney that the ballot boxes be 
opened, but this demand was refused until 
the Aulerites assumed the supremacy, when 
an inspection of the ballots was ordered. The 
examination revealed abundant evidence of 
fraud and increased Dr. Standing’s vote con- 
siderably. It was in Precinot. No. 126 that the 
greatest number of irregularities were discoy- 
ered. The committee concluded after a 
lengthy examination of the vote of this poll 
that it was impossible to tell what the actual 
vote had been and consequently that the only 
fair course would be to throw out the vote 
eutirely. This being done Dr. Standing 
is left with a majority of 45. As this will be 
the report of the committee to-night the evi- 
dence on which the conclusion was reached 
will be interesting. An advance sheet of the 
report was secured to-day by a PosT-DISPATCH 


ge and in a condensed form it js as fol- 
ows: 
THE REPORT. 

The committee reports having proceeded in 
the presence of Mr. Kelly and several repre- 
sentatives of the press to make a 
new canvass of the votes cast in Dis- 
trict No. 10, A large number of errors and 
irreguiarities were discovered. The Dallots 
in several boxes showed incorrect counting 
and improper rejection of votes. Thus in the 
eighty-eighth precinct 19 votes for Standing 
and 6 for Kelly bad been rejected, and in No, 
125 both parties had lost votes by Iinaccura- 
cies. In Precinct 127 Kelly was credited with 
247 votes, and Standing with only 30. The 
correct figures would be 211 and 53. 

Evidence heard with reference to Precinct 
No. 126 showed grave !rreguiarities. The new 
rule ofthe board ordering judges to verify 
ballots by Initialing them on the back had 
been ignored except in the case of one ballot. 
There had also been willful tampering with 
ballots by the election officers. Mvssrs. John 
H. Vette, Bennett Pike, John B. Vogel, J. 
Thompson Lindsley and Oscar H. Petring, all 
testified that they did’ not vote at all, buta 
ballot from each was found made out in Kelly’s 
favor. Mesers. John Mullally, John Powers, 
George L. Vogel and Maicolm J. Lindsley eagh 
declared he only yoted once, though two or 
more Keliy ballota from each were found in 
the box. Mr. John Schweighauser voted once 
only, and for Mr. Coffey. The regular baliot 
was not forthcoming, but two in favor of Kelly 
were found. 

The evidence also disclosed that there were 
35 ballots in the box for which no name was 
marked voted on the poll book, and that 280 
ballots at least had been marked as voted and 
deposited in the box, although the contents of 
the ballot box as counted atthe opening of the 
exainination and at the close of the same 
(after an expression was made by one of the 
judges that the contents had been increased 
since the box was first opened), only showed 
258 ballots, including those above referred to 
which had been improperly put there. The 
poll book showed also that 280 had been first 
inserted as the whole number of baliots cast 
and subsequently erased, and the figures 258 
inserted in place thereof. 

There were- other duplicate ballots for Mr. 
Kelly which had the same numbers appearing 
opposite the name of some voters, but which 
were not explained except that they were 
unavoidable errors. There were no such 
dupricate ballots found in the ballot box 
which appeared to have been cast either for 
Mr. Coffey or Mr. Standing, by mistake is al- 
leged. There were in all about one hundred 
and seventoen ballots in the ballot box which 
apparently were cast tor the same parties and 
which were seratched so much alike in the 
appearance of the pencil marks thereon, that 
your committee deemed it remarkable and 
deserving of explanation, and the similarity 
of which scratches was accounted for by one 
of the judges by the statewent that it must 
have been caused by the fact that a pen- 
cil had been used which wag tied to a table 
and had only about twelve inches of string at- 
tacbed to it. 

A large portion of the evidence came from 
the triends and supporters of Mr. Kelly, and 
the only conclusion the committee could 
come to from it was that the rules were evad- 
edin order to make detection of fraud dif- 
ficult or impossible, that the ballots as cast 
were tampered with by one judge and the 
clerk of election and that while a large 
amount offraudulent work Cone at the pre- 
cinct had been uncovered and disclosed it Is 
utterly impossible from the condition of the 
ballots or from the evidenceto ascertain the 

ue vote cast. The committee decided to 

ollow the ruling in State versus Sutton, 3 
Mo. App., page 419, and discard the entire 
vote of Precinct 126, 

The investigations throughout had dis- 
closed a mistake of put one vote in favor of 
Dr. Standing, while in all the precincts ex- 
cept 126 there had been thirty-nine mistakes 
in favor of Mr. Kelly and thirty-two against 
Dr. Standing. 

The vote as originally counted stood 1,067 
for P. J. Kelly and 825 fur Wm. Standing. Tne 
committee increased Kelly’s vote by fourteen 
gains, but decreased it by 255 losses, thus re- 
ducing the total to 826. They increased Dr. 
Standing’s total by seventy-four gains, and 
his losses were only twenty-eight, thus mak- 
ing his new total 87l and giving him a majority 
of forty-five. 

THE MILLER MEN’S VIEW. 

There is a great deal of interest manifested 
to-day in the probable action of the boara. 
There seems to be some doubt as to whether 
the Auier eleven will respond to their names. 
At the last meeting it will be remembered Mr. 
Boliman was absent, unavoieably he claimed. 
There was some doubt expressed to-day as to 
whether he and Director Brady would be 
present and vote for the adoption of the re- 

ort. Mr. Brady it was reported would surely 

eon hand, butif an attempt was made to 
seat Standing would go against his 
colleagues and vote for the call- 
ing of a new election. The Millerites 
will be atthe meeting in force. Not a man 
will be absent. Uniess the Auler men have 
their full number present they will be unable 
tu carry out their purpose, because the Miller 
men will vote solid against the report. 
Their position, as explained by one of their 
pumber this morning, is as foliows: 

‘*We do not propose,’’ he said, ‘‘to allow 
men who are very gg sera not qualified 
members of the board throw out a wmwem- 
ber who has served for eight years and seat 
another man who may not haye been elected. 
Tne report of the committee may be all 
right as far as the alleged facts 
set forth are concerned, but it does not show 
that Dr. Standing was elected. It simply 
shows that there is reason for grave doubt 
about Mr. Kelly’s election. Now this being 
the case, wef to appreciate why men who 
are very likely not members of the board an- 
der the law should have the privilege of seat- 
ing a man whose title to election is not clear, 
The rules of the board distinotly say that 
when irregularities are discovered such as to 
render an election invalid that a new 
election shall be called, and for 
the Auler crowd to seat Dr. Standing 
when it has not been and cannot be shown 
that he actually received a majority of the 
votes cast would be a high-handed piece of 
business, which we propose to resist. Ifthe 
men who are ey on the morits of the con- 
test were really entitied to their own seats, it 
would be a different thing, but under the cir- 
cumstances, their proposed action cannot be 
defended. It atter the cases now before the 
Appeals are settied the contest should be ex- 
amined and it should be found that the pre- 
sentation made by the existing committee is 
true and correct then undoubtedly the recent 
election in the Tenth District would be de- 
clared nuilend void and a new one ordered.’’

Froebel’s Birthday. 


To-day was Froebel’s birthday, and was 
commemorsted as such tn all the St. Louis 
kindergartens. The littie children were all 
given card pictures of Froebel, and after they 


had stitohed out the likeness in various col 

ored threads, the directors told them some- 
thing of the life of the great philanthropist 
and what he had done for little children. 
After the addresses songs were sung in his 
honor. The exercises were of a beautiful 
character, and calculated to Inspire the little 
ones with a great feeling of reverence for 
the man to whom they owe chiefly the 
many bright and happy days which they 
are enabled to pass. riederick William Au- 
gust Froebel wasborn at Oberweissbach, a 
village of the Thuringian forest, on April 21, 
1782, and died when he had completed his 70th 
year. In his last days he expressed the “oe 
ion that the realizatior of bis ideal would be 
accomplished in America, and as the 8t. Louts 
kindergartens are acknowledged throughout 
the United States as having attained a higher 
degree of perfection than in any other city, 
there is a greater incentive here than any- 
where to commemorate the birthday anniver- 
sary of the greatest lover of children the world 
has ever known with the exception of Him 
who said ‘‘Suffer little children to come unto 
Me, forofsuch isthe kingdom of heaven.’’

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BE WILL RESIGN THE PRESIDENCY OF THE 
BOARD WHEN IT ARRIVES 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy Makes Some 
Pertinent Suggestions Concerning the 
Scavenger Boat Systew—Speaker Alt Ex- 
Periences Some Difficalty Making Up the 
Personnel of the New Heuse Commit- 
tees—City Hall Matters. 


The appointment of President Fiad of the 
Board of Public Improvements, as was an- 
nounced in the SunDaYy Post-DiseaTou, has 
been confirmed by the Senate, and as soon as 
his commission reaches the city he will for- 
mally tender his resignation to the Mayor. 
**I want to get out of this office as soon as 
possible,’’ Col. Flad remarked toa reporter 
thismorning. ‘‘Of course, I will actin such 
& manner as not to cause any embarrassment 
to the board orthe city. I have no idea when 
my commission will arrive, and consequently 
I cannot say just when I will step down 
and out. I have not received any information 
whatever from an official source bearing on 
my appointment, andI know nothing aside 
from what Ihaveread in the newspapers. 
You ask me who in my judgment ought to 
succeed me in this office. My first 
choice, as I have said gull along, is 


Gen. Turner, but it appears that he will not 
run. My next choice is Mr. MoMath, the 
Sewer Commissioner. He would make a first- 
class President in every respect.’’ 

Mr. McMath said this morning that he was 
still ready and willing to take the 
Republican nomination, but that he 
would under no circumstances make any cam- 
paign for the nomination. 

Tne Democrats mentioned for the nomina- 
tion are R. kK. Southard, Edward Walsh, Jr., 
Jobn G. Kelly, Street Commissioner Burnett, 
Park Commissioner Kiemm, Harbor Compis- 
sioner Murphy, Fielding Mansfield, Chas. 
Stephens, Walter J. Biakely and others. 


A Better System Needed. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy tnis morniag 
presented to Mayor Noonan a communication 
relating to the present plan of disposing of the 
scavenger material at the river front. He 
states that the system now in operation is the 


same as that established in 1844, which has 
simply been extended, but not improved. He 
see may very forcibly the Injury done to the 

arbor, tothe property of the lumbermen, 
elevators, wharfboats and steamboats, 
and the nuisance caused by the decay- 
ing vegetable and animal matter deposited 
in the river during the summer months. It 
costs the harbor fund over $5,000 annually to 
dredge the harbor and remove the substances 
thrown into the river from the dump boats to 
which the offalis taken. Twoplans are pre- 
sented to the commission as a remedy for the 
growing evil. One is to place all the scav- 
engeér matter in patent dumping boats, which 
could be towed into the river, emptied of 
their contents and returned to thelr landings. 
The expense of this would be less than 
that now in operation. The second plan 
would be to let the work by  con- 
tract to private parties who would 
be under the supervision of the Health and 
Harbor Departments. he Commissioner 
presents facts gleaned from answers to in- 
guiries made to the Mayors of New York, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Buffalo, Detroit and 
Albany, showing tbatin all the cities named 
the cost of disposing of the class of matter 
referred to is much greater than here. The 
Commissioner states that the lessees and 
patrons ofthe Harbor Department represent 
an agueregate capital of over $75,000,000 and the 
transfer companies alone transport across the 
river over $300,000,000 per annum. 

The report concludes as follows: ‘‘I have 
no data at hand on which to base a reliable 
statement of the goods manufactured or the 
business transacted by the corporations and 
mercantile concerns referred to, but I know 
they are those who give life and vigor to the 
trade and commerce of the city and of this 
entire valley, and they are entitled tothe 
care and consideration of this department as 
well as that of every other branch of the 
municipal government.’’

IT DEPENDS ON A WOMAN. 


IF AH QUONG’S WIFE CANNOT LAND, A MUR- 
DER CASE HERE WILL BE DROPPED. 


The Murder of Ah Jim by William Mullen 
and William Pinkston Comes Up in the 
Criminal Court This Morning and Inter- 
esting Complications, Which Beset the 
Prosecution, Are Made Known. 


From present appearances the Chinese re- | 


striction act will cut a big figure in the prose- 
cution of an important murder case now 
pending in the Criminal Courtinthiscity. If 
a Ubinese woman is permitted by the 
authorities to enter the country the case will 
be prosecuted. If she is sent back to Hong 
Kong the action will probably be dropped. 

This case is one against William Mullen 
and William Pinkston, jointly charged in an 
indictment returned by the Grand-jury in 
May, 1889, with murder in the firsé degree in 
the killing of a Chinaman, one Ah Jim. The 
continuance is taken on accountof the ab- 
sence of another Chinaman, Ah Quong, who 
is a material witness inthe case. Ah Quong 
has disappeared and cannot be located. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES 

leading up to the arrest and prosecution of 
Mullen and Pinkston are somewhat peculiar. 
About 7 o’clock on the evening of October ll, 
1888, two negroes entered the laundry estab- 
lishment kept by Ah Jimand Ah Quong at 1409 
Hickory street. After ashort parley about the 
price of some uncalled-for clothing one of the 
negroes suddenly demanded of Ah Jim that 
he give him adollar, The Mongolian pro- 
tested that he was too poor and started toward 


arear door. Witha curse the negro drew a 
revolver and fired at the retreating form. 
The bullet struck Ah Jim under the left arm 
and lodged near his heart. He Gied the fol- 
lowing day at the City Hospital. 

Both of the negroes made their escape at 
thetime. A few weeks afterwards one James 
Buaya was arrested on suspicion, he answer- 
ing ina great measure the description given 
by Ah Quong of bis partnoer’s assailant. At 
the Four Courts Ab Quong positively identi- 
fied Buaya as the murderer of Ah Jim and the 
next Grand-jury returned an indictment

maya hed been in the city jail almost six 
months when early in March, 1889, a young 
negro giving his name as Henry curtis one 
dav appeared at the Four Courts and told 
Chief of Detectives Hugh O’ Neil that be knew

dentally learned that Muilen had been con- 
cerned in the murder. He said he had charged 
Mullen with the shooting and had ebtained 
from bim an acknowledgment that he had bad 
a hand in the affair. Detectives Badger and 
Fi nn found Mallen and took bim before Chief 
O'Neill, when he confessed his complicity in 
the murder and implicated one Wm. Pinkston. 
Mullen insisted that Pinkston had fired the 
fatal shot. He said that on the evening 
of the killin he had met Pinkston 
and bad been by him given a revolver and 
asked to go out and ‘‘make a little money.’’ 
He said they had first tried to get into a shoe- 
th street, but were discovered and 


Both men bave been 
in jail ever since.

GROUND BROKEN 10-DAY FOR THE ELE- 
ao VATED ROAD FOUNDATIONS. 


_ » Zhe Granite Street on Third and Waghing- 
ton Avenue Tern Up by the Excavaters— 
The Route of the Road—How It Is te Be 
Built—Tom Scott Tells About the New 
Line. 


Work was begun on the Scott Elevated road 

to-day and the two big holes which were dug 

- through the granite on Third street and 

/ Washington avenue were objects of interest 

to hundreds of people who passed there this 
morning. 

It was about 8o’clock when the surveyors 
arrived, and it did not take them lung to fin- 
ish their work. They had the ground pretty 
well surveyed and their levels were soon 
trained on the exactspots where the first 
foundations for the new road 
are to be built. S00n the 
workmen had their new white chalk lines in 
hand and in obedience to the directions of 
the surveyor they drove nails between the 
blocks of granite and strung the lines about 
them soasto leave between a iarge square 
measuring about eight feet on each side. 
Then the surveyor threw his theodolite over 
his shoulder and walked away. 

Eight diggers were on hand with picks and 
shovels and they began work on the granite 
atonce. There was no ceremony. None of 
the projectors were on hand; there was nota 
speech, not a congratulation, but the hardy- 
handed sons of toil made granite blocks fly 
out of the boundary of those chalk lines like 
shavings from a shaving machine. A few

round, wondering what was going on. Other 
idle citizens came along and asked questions, 
and goon a lot of them got together and 
guessed that the two square holes which were 
sunk in the street were for the elevated road. 

‘*What is it?’’ was the invariable question. 

A merchant asked it perhaps, or a messen- 
ger boy slowed up in his run to inquire, or 
else a teamster drew up his horses and asked 
the question, but everyone wanted to know 
aboutitand everyone soon found out. It 
wasn’t hard to get through the 
granite pavement for the great junc- 
tion of streets at the end of the big 


bridge is paved after a peculiar fashion. I¢ 
was the first street in the city paved with 

ranite, and there the pavement is simply a 

ot of granite blocks set on edge on top of a 
layer of sand about a foot thick. It was an 
experiment, the paving of that square, and 
the experiment was made before the concrete 
foundations came into vogue. Removing the 
blocks, the workmen had oniyto shovel out 
about a foot of sand and then they struck the 
mother clay. But it was hard diggingfor a 
while. The ground was mixed with tne dis- 
carded utensils of a former time, which ar- 
chaeologists might have raved over could 
they have remained but afew decades longer 
under the pavements of tne city’s street. 
There were cups and saucers, old earthen- 
ware vessels, barrel hoops, fence posts still 
standing upright and all the evidences of pre- 
vious habitation when that section of the city 
was one of the residence districts. It was re- 
ally interesting to see what the workmen 
turned up and some of the articles which were 
disinterred were put aside to be taken home 
and used again in actual service. 

If the elevated road projectors have to meet 
no more opposition than they found there 
their attorneys’ fees will not be enough 
to keep one Four Courts shyster in beer. 
Among all the crowd that gathered about 
those two square boles there was not a man 
who did not say he was giad to see the road 
gtarted. 

‘‘If they willonly go ahead and complete 
it,’’ said a commission wan, ‘‘I will guaran- 
tee that we will hang every objector to the 
ties.’’ 

According to Mr. Tom Scott, there will be 
no trouble about completing the road. 

THE ROUTES. 

There are three orfour divisions of the en- 
terprise ali permitted by tne one bill which 
passed the Municipal Assembly in August and 
was signed by the Mayor. These divisions 
and the routes are as follows: 

The main road—according tothe franchise, 
will begin at the big bridge entrance, at the 
intersection of Third street and Washington 
uvenue, going north on Third street to Mor- 
gan street, west to Twenty-second street, 
south to Washington avenue, thence to Jef- 
ferson avenue, south to West Jefferson 
avenue, still south to Chouteau ar- 
enue, diagonally across Chouteau avenue 
to Ohio avenue, southto Park avenue, west 
to und under Grand avenue, thence either as 
an elevated or surface railway to the inter- 
section of Park avenue andthe New Manches- 
ter road, west over across intervening streets, 
alleys and city blocks to and along aline not 
less than 300 feet south of the south line of 
Forest Park tothe city limits. A branch of 
this the main road istorun from the intersec- 
tion of Park avenue and Thurman boulevard 
south to Magnolia avenue. Ali streets, the 
ordinance requires, must be either bridged or 
tunneled, and all railway tracks must be 
bridged. 

A north line of elevated road will be begun 
at Twenty-second and Morgan streets, run 
north to O’Falion street, west to Jefferson av- 
enue, north to He@ert street, west to Prairie 
avenue, north to Ashiand avenue, west to 
Fair avenue, north to Rosalie street and over 
intervening streets, alleys and biocks to the 
city limits. This line will be elevated to the 
intersection of Fair avenue and the Natural 
Bridge road, where it will become a surface 
or elevated road as the topography of the 
country and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments agree. 

THE PLANS 
which the construction corps have laid out 
wili insure the completion of the road within 
a short time unless there is a change or some 
obstacie is thrown in the way. 

Said Mr. Scott: ‘*‘We do not propose to use 
afew men and much time, but many men and 
little time. The iron superstructure is com- 
pleted and on its way to 8t. uls. 
Our plan will be to atars different 
gangs to work at different places all along the 
route: That is, to begin building.in a ogee? | 
twenty different sections, andthe gangs will 
follow each other so that the whole road will 
go up at once instead of building at one end 
and pushing it along with one gang. It will 
enable us to complete the work within avery 
short time.’’ 

The foundations for the pillars, which the 
excavators are making ready for now, are 
very substantial. In the bottom of the huge 
hole a great square stone isilaid ina bed of 
cement. There is abole in the center of it, 
and fixed inthe bottom isa great iron pillar. 
Other foundation stones, all of them cut 
from solid pieces and with center boles 
are slipped over the pillar and around 
it is built up a masonry foundation 
which an earthquake could not shake, and 
then, when it has reached the street level, a 
hole is filled with concrete, which hardens 
and practically nakes for each pillar a foun- 
dation of stone 8x8 feet and 10 feet thick, In 
which is builtthe fron pillar. The road will 
be a splendid one if it is completed and no 
doubt it will be completed unless some of the 
financial arrangements are disturbed or the 
objecting citizens succeed in their obstructing 
schemes.

Mr. Samuel Kennard closed a $65,000 pur- 
chase of unimproved residence property to- 
day. The ground isa part of that Cabanne 
tract at the northwest corner of which Is the 


abandoned site of Kensington Gardens. The 
platin its entirety is traversed by the Narrow 
Gauge Railway. King’s highway bounds it on 
the east, Union avenue on the west and Delmar 
on the south, comprising inail about 21,354 
front feet. Ithas probably been more than 
ten years since all this ground was bought by 
six different parties, John R. Shepley among 
otbers, and all but the last named interest has 
been vey weg lately by new owners at prices 
reported at $20 to 25 a foot. The original six 
owners divided their interests equally be- 
tween them. The allotment was not 
made in single pieces of the ground, 
but in detached parcels shattered here 
and there, with frontages on various proposed 
streets which have not yet been opened 
through the land. This was done to make the 
division of interests more equitable, and in 
that way each ewner was given a portion of 
the worst as well as some of the best ground 
inthe plot.

Mr. Nicholls says his 
client bought the property for speculation, 
intending to do something in the way of Im- 
provements and place it upon the market 
shortly.

THE POPE’S REPLY. 


‘Fs Adare to 5,000 Pilgrims, Denouncing 
Italian Government. 


RomzE, April 21.—The 5,000 Italian pilgrims 
presented their address to his Holiness Pope 
Leo XIII., in the ball over the vestibule of 
St. Peter’s, yesterday, and the Pope in reply 
made a stirring address. There were present 
with him twelve cardinals and twenty arch- 
bishops and bishops, besides many of the 


‘Roman nobility. The Pope was arrayed in 


‘white, flowing robes, and as he denounced 
his enemies the ball rang with shouts of 
**Long live the Pope King.’’ Speaking of the 
Italian Goverrfment he said: : 
*‘‘Among the grave solicitudes of the Apos- 
tolic ministry which we exeroise, one of the 
bitterest apd most poignant is that which con- 
cerns the condition of the Church in Italy and 
the faithof the Italian people. If we have 
aiways to signalize the dangers which menace 
us at this time, we have a motive more just to 
cdo so, as for some time now these perils have 
become more grave; besides, facts speak for 
themselves. The war which the satanic 
hatred of parties wages against the Catholic 
religion is openly sustained here by the pub- 
lic powers which have declared in favor of 
these parties. The laws and acts which direct- 
ly or indirectly concern the church and reli- 
gious are in Italy made under the direct in- 
Bpiration of these parties, which all obey. 
There is, in fact, tangible evidence that the 
action ofthe public powers in ecclestastical 
policy fully responds to their sectarian as- 
which 
enceforth are no mysteries to any one. 
It is sufficient to record the articles of the new 


, penal code against the clergy. the standards 


of June last, the discourse in Palermo, which 
are in course of preparation. Itis a continu- 
ation of the war whith was commenced bythe 
destruction of the sovereignty of the pontiffs, 
and which all along its course manifests itself 
more and more in the intentions of the agita- 
tors, that isto say, in wara outrance made 
without truce against religion and against the 
Church of Jesus Christ.’’ 

He then addressed wore particularly the pll- 
grims and concluded witha bliessing. After- 
—o he admitted some of the leaders to kiss 

a feet.

THE MAY DAY CELEBRATION. 

BERDIN, April 2l.—Thne May day celebration 
fever has 60 taken possession of the minds of 
the taboring people throughout the Empire 
that the Socialists have warned the people not 
to suspend work completely on thatday. The 
people are going against their advice, and 
nearly eyery class of laborers have decided to 
celebrate on that day. 

Thirty owners of metal-works at Magdeburg 
have warned their men thatthey will be dis- 
missed if absent trom work on May Day. 

The workmen of the mines and iron-works 
of the Prague Industrial Co. and of the Austro- 
Alpine Mining Co. demand a working day of 
eight hours, threatening to strike if the de- 
mand is not granted. Their movement is 
ominous of ageneral strike throughout the 
Empire, and causes the gravest fears among 
the authorities. The movement is traced to 
foreign meetings, first affecting the smaller 
trades of Vienna, Prague and Gratz, and next 
the masons of Vienna, followed by the bakers 
and turners. The authorities at Kiadao,where 
17,000 men threatento strike, ask for troops, 
and other industrial centers where there are 
no garrisons make similar demands, the 
local authorities declaring that they will be 
powerless to maintain order. 

The strike agitation begun at Ostrau is 
spreading to Prussia. Cavairy are guarding 
the frontier. Ten Czech agitators have been 
arrested on Prussian soil. It is believed that 
Austrian and German Anarchists are in Lon- 
don raising money for the agitation. At Mul- 
hausen 17,000spinners and weavers are idle, 
and a total cessation of work in all factories is 
expected to-morrow. 

THE PARADE PROGIBITED. 

VIENNA, April 21.—The city government has 
warned the laboring people by posting 
piacards about the city a taking part in 
the parade May l. he employers will 
not be hindered giving their employes a 
holiday May 1, but the government says 
that all employes of the Government who 
take part will not be received back. The 
Government is the largest labor employer in 
the country.

A FAITHFUL GUARDIAN, 


Desperate Battle Between a Young Burglar 
and a Blyeodhound,

NEW YORK, April 21.—Twenty- year-old John 
Hart of Second avenpeand Forty-sixth street 
hed a-desperate encountes witha bioodbound | 
in the early hours of yesterday morning in 
the saloon No. 840 First avenue, which he had 
forcibly entered for the purpose of commit- 
ting burglary. Hart, whois.a powerful fel- 
low, atone time lived over the saloon, which 


is kept by Fritz Glassetter. He was thorough- 
ly acquainted with the surroundings and 
with the massive bioodhound which Glassetter’ 
placed on guard every night. Although fully 
aware thatthe animal was in the place un- 
chained, he had no fear of being attacked. 
The saloon was closed at the wagal time on 
Saturday nizht and the doors locked and 
barred. At3:300’cloek Hart approached and 
with ajimmy pried open the rear door and 
effected anentrance. As he stepped inside 
he was metby an ominous grow! from the 
animal, but, without the slightest fear, he 
pushed in further. The dog growled again, 
but Hurt spoke caressingly and finally 
quieted the animal, which slunk into a cor- 
ner, but kept its eyes fastened 
on the intruder. Hart at once 
proceeded in a business-like way to rob 
the store, but had hardly stepped inside the 
bar when, with a savage snarl, the dog was 
upon him. In_ the meantime the burglar had 
dropped the jimmy, and was without any 
weapon of defense. Taken so completely by 
surprise he fied in fear to the end of 
the saioon, where he picked up a 
heavy sawdust sweeper and turned to de- 
fend himself. The animal’s jaws were about 
closing on his arm when he struck the beast a 
terrible blow on the head which caused it to 
stagger. The bloodhound backed 
pace or two, then sprang at 
who used the weapon as 
eould. Soon both were bleeding. 
was unableto reach the door as todo sw he 
would have to turn and in this he would be at 
the animal’s merey. Whilethe struggie was 
at its height Policemen O’Donoghue and 
Buckley of the Twenty-third Precinct Station 
came along.

Senate Public Lands Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D.'C., April 21.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands to-day ordered a 
favorable report upon the bill to authorize 
North Dakota to apply certain sections of 


schoo! lands to the uses and needs of an agri- 
cultural college. Most of the session was 
occupied by the consideration of a bill pre- 
pared in the land office to regulate the grant- 
ing of ieases and the distribution of hot water 
at Hot Springs, Ark. By the terms of the bill 
the Secretary of the Interior is author- 
ized to execute leases to the bath- 
bouses batb-house sites on the 
Pediment reservation at Hot Springs fora 
period not exceed§ng ten years and at annual 
ground rent not exceeding $30 per foot. The 
rate of hot water furnished, amount to be de- 
termined by meter, shall not exceed 10 cents 
per 100 gallons. A lease of the Arlington Ho- 
teland sitetotbe present lessees is author- 
ized at $10,000 a year. In case of the 
organization of a combination or 
pool of bath-house lessees, the 
Secretary is authorized to forfeit 
the lease or privilege of parties connected 
therewith and to refuse to lease privileges to 
parties interested in other leases.

The Depression in Agriculture, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Secretary 
Rusk is about to issue an address to the 
farmers of the couutry explaining how the 
depression in agriculture can be remedied. 


He attributes the present state of affairs in 
part to carelessness in culture, and says that 
in these days of world-wide competition a 
successful farmer must be as well trained and 
careful in business as the storekeeper, and his 
equalin intelligence and general education. 
The Secretary also thinks that the farmer 
study the market reports 
carefuliy as he should, and 
mends that he avail himself of the 
information supplied by the agricul- 
tural department. He thinks that farmers 
should not acquire more landthan they can 
profitably cultivate. After touching upon the 
questions of farm mortgages, transportation, 
the middle man, gambling in farm propucts 
and combinations to control the market, the 
Secretary makes along argument in favor of 
higher duties on farm preducts. He gives 
tables toshow thatour imports of agricul- 
tural products amount to $266,273,738, the 
greater part of which, probably $250,000,000 
might be, with proper encouragement, pro- 
duced on ourown soil.

‘JULIA DENT GRANT. 
AN INTERESTING TES WITH THE 
WIDOW OF THE GENERAL- 


Mrs. Grant Preparing Her Memoirs—Purely 
a Family Book in Which the Home Life 
ofthe GrantsIsto Be Described—A Pleas- 

ent Chat With Prince Bismarck—The 
General's Courtship. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

NEw Yor«K, April 21.—A reporter of the 
WORLD has had an interview with Mrs, Gen. 
Grant upon the subject of her memoirs. The 
reporter says: 

Gossip has traduced Mrs. Grant. Instead of 
being infirmshe is in her second girlhood, 
reveling in the enjoyment of exuberant health 
and perfect contentment. She came tripping 
down the staircase of her city home yesterday 
with a step as light and sure as it ever was. 
The reporter told her he expected to see her 
in an invalid chair, and she laughingly re- 
marked: 

**Most strangers do. I am 64 years of age, 
but I have never been better in my life. Good 
health was the legacy of my family. My 
mother completed her three score years, and 
my father lived to be 87. I read occasionally 
about my bodily ailments, but happily I have 
not any closer acquaintances with any. I 
cannottellyouwhyI am so well, because I 
am nothing of a dietarian. I am constantly 
being scolded for my imprudence. I almost 
live on fruits, and Ihave oranges within reach 
of my bed to eatthrough the night. Ifthe 
dessert about the table tempts me I am helped 
atonce, andthat spoils my appetite forthe 
whole dinner. Hygienically this is all wrong. 
But individually I am satisfied, and physically 
Iam as well and strong as I ever was.’’ 

**How did you enjoy your yisit to Austria?’’ 

‘*Very well. Iwas in Vienna only a short 
while. Mostof my time was spent traveling 
through the Germanand Austrian States. I 
had invited a friend to go with me, because I 
wanted to revisitthe placesI had seen with 
the General. Wewentto Beyreutb to hear 
‘*Parsifal,’’ to Wurtemburg, Dresden, Isobel, 
Carisbad and other places.’’ 

MRS. GRANT’S BOOK. 

Inquiry was made about the reminiscences 
Mrs. Grant is preparing, and about which she 
was very reluctant to talk. 

‘*‘Il have been working on my book some 
time, but itis purelyafamily volume, and 
that I wantfor the children. Lhad no idea of 
publishing it. I wanted to leave it to my fam- 
ily as a sort of history, and if they cared to 
publish itthey could do so, Our home life 
has been so broken that I feel the children 
know but little about itexcept what they 
learn from print. It wasto enlighten them, 
correct some errors andadd new material 
thatI began this work. My people were born 
in Pennsylvania, and made the journey to 
Nissouri when that section was known as the 
American Wilderness. They went down the 
Ohio on filatboats. The trip from Shaw- 
neetown to St. Louis was .made 
by carriage. My father had a pretty 
place. There were plenty of negroes to 
wait on us, putnerons cattie and horses and to 
iny girlish fancy the farm seemed boundless. 
I often think what good things we used to 
eat from the eld mammy who bossed every- 
thing and ‘minded’ everybody. Nothing has 
ever tasted half so good since as her cream 
biscuits, wafiles and jumbles and I have gat at 
many banquets and feasts. Wechildren were 
as happy and freeas the birds. My mother 
wasagentie, sweet woman of rare mental 
strength who made our home a heaven 
and enslaved everyone by her love. 
I lived in sunny Missouri when 
my brother went to West Point, and when he 
brought Lieut. Grant home to spend the holi- 
days, we had many family frolics in those 


days about which wysons are wholly ignor- 
ant. There was no selfish secrecy abgut any 
ofthem. Weallshared them—parents, broth- 
ersand the gervants enjoyed their part as 
much as any Of us. 


GRANT AS A LOVER. 

**In those days I was jealousiy guarded, and 
never moved ten feet from the house without 
my brother or a servant. One summer day 
we were going outtoa morning wedding and 
Lieut. Grant was also invited. He came for 
us on horseback, and asked my brother’s per- 
mission to drive me in exchange for his 
saddieto which he giadly consented. The 
day was beautiful, the roads were a little 
heavy from previous rains, but the sun shone 
insplendor. We hadtocross a littie bridge 
that spanned a ravine and when we reached 
itl was surprised and a littie concerned to 
find the guich swollen, a most unusual thing, 
the water reaching the bridge. I noticed, 
too, that Lieut. Grant was very quiet and the 
high water bothered me. I asked several 
times if he thought it dangerous to cross and 
told him that we had rather go back than take 
anyrisk. He assured me in his brief way 
that it was perfectiy safe and in my heart I 
relied on him, but just as we reached 
the old bridge, I said: ‘Now, if anything 
happens, remember I shall cling to you, no 
matter what you sayto the contrary.’ He 
suid ‘Allright’ and we were over the banks 
in less than a minute. Then his mind changed. 
He became more social and asked me to be- 
come his wife, using my threatas a theme, 
We had dinner in the afternoon. Lieut. Grant 
asked ne to setthe day. I wanted to be en- 
gaged, andtoid him it would be much nicer 
than getting married, a sentiment he did not 
approve. We were very quiet at the house 
that evening and neither said a word 
of the secret. After sunyper he went back 
tothe regimentand a few days later Gen. 
Taylor sent him to Camp Salubrity in Louisi- 
anna. He wastoo shy to ask father so he 
Waited till he was stationed and wrote to him. 
Father never answered the letter. Iwas his 
favorite daughter and he thought that army 
life would not suit me. 

* **Besides,’ he said,‘you are too young and 
the boy is too poor. He has not anything to 
give you.’ 

MISS DENT’S WRATH. 

**T rose up in my wrath and sajd I was poor, 
too, and had not anything to give him. The 
next year he came back on lexve of absence 
and 1 can remember just how he looked as he 
rode up in bis newuniform. Father was 
going to Washington on business and we 
were all on the front porch kissing him good 
byeand stuffing his pockets with notes of 
what he wasto buy. Lieut. Grant asked for 
my hand and he, inabhurry to get off, con- 
sented, 

‘*My soldier lover was in and about Mexico 
for four years including the war.’’ 

‘*And he wrote to you?’’ 

‘*Yes, regularly, every mail brought mea 
letter.’’ 

**Real love letters?’’ 

‘*Every one of them full of sweet nothings, 
love and war and now and then some pressed 
leaves and flowers. Some were written on 
drumheads captured from the Mexicans 
and others on sheets of foolscap, 
folded and sealed with red wafers. I 
read one each day until the next one came, 
and then I laid it away ina littie box. Ihave 
them all, but Idon’t think I shall put them in 
my book unless itisto be kept in the family, 
They are too sacred for — print. 

‘¢During the rebellion I was always as near 
the General as it was safe to be. Whenever 
he was in nome 6 staff officer came for us. 
Sometimes Nellie was with me, but baby Jesse 
and Mammy always. 

INTERRUPTED HOME LIFE. 

‘‘AsI said before, our family life was a 
series of interruptions, and it is to cement 
thatthatIl am writing my book. Then the 
epee life. I wish I could produce one- 

undredth part of ‘the bright companies we 
had together, but my memory is so trexucher- 
ous. There were countless evenings in the 
General’s library with afew gentiemen and I 
as the privileged guest, when such men as 
Conkling, Blaine, Oglesby, Nye, Howe, An 
thony and Jones of Nevada gathered around 
a table and broke lances and the matching of 
wits from all over the eountry at dinner and 
in the smoking-room, when our eyes cried 
and burned with laughter and cigar smoke. 
While abroad we saw many things that have 
never been referred to, Iremember when we 
were in Berlin tbe old Emperor lay wounded 
by the bulletof an assassin. The Place was 
surrounded. Iron chains cut off all egress 
and the streets and pavements were cush- 
loned with hemlock bagk. We spent a day 
with Bismarck most dejightfully, and the 
Chancelior and the General talked dogs 
and duck-hunting like. two ys. Among 
otuer places of Interest fie Prince and Prin 
"ess tobk the General Bad me to she Wat

I was with the Prince, and he showed me his 
chair and Beaconsfield’s and others of note. 
I asked as gently as possible what he, a Ger- 
mah, had to do with the affairs of Russia, ana 
his answer was: ‘Russia has eaten too much 
Turkey and we want to help her digest it.’ 
BISMARCK AND AMERICAN GIRLS. 

‘*He took me in to dinner andl hadto walk 
on my toes to reach hisarm. WhenlI looked 
up he seemed two feet above me. Among 
other things we talked about American girls. 
He said they were very bright; 
that the German girl suffered in 
comparison because of her shyness and that 
the married women were the belles. Coming 
away he went to the carriage step with us and 
when I bade him good-bye be bowed very low, 
kissed my hand and held it in his for a mo- 
mentadmiringly. It never seemed so small 
before or since as it did in his big strong hand. 
The American Cardinal arranged a reception 
forus utthe Vatican and we hada pleasant 
visit with the Pope. He spoke approvingly 
of the roving chaplain the General had ap- 
pointed to go among the camps on the frontier. 
Ihad alittle diamond cross the General had 
given meon the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
our wedding and I thought if the Pope biessed 
it I should not lose it, He did s0—just touched 
it with his finger.’’ 

‘*‘How much of the book have you written?’’ 

‘“‘I can’t measure my manuscript as you 
néwspaper people do. bave begun with my 
mother and father and finished with the White 
House, telling many truths that I should not 
care to seein print. For instance, we were 
very happy in the old mansion, for it was the 
only place that we had all beén together for 
any length of time. Iremember how I cried 
and how the General laughed when the cars 
rolled out of the Washington depot. It was 
more than I could bear. I went to the state- 
room and cried like a baby. The General was 
astonished and begged me to teil bim the 
trouble. I was poetic in my grief, and said: 
‘lam a waifon the world’s wide common.’ 
‘But you are notthe only waif,’ he said; 
‘there are two of us.’ 

‘*But I spoiled my eyes for two months and 
cried tears enough to foata ship. I thought 
ita real calamity, but my busband was giad 
to getaway. It was notvain glory, but the 
happy associations of the White House. I 
fully sympathized with Mrs. Cleveland. It 
was too bad, for she was young and so fullof 
girlish enthusiasm. 

‘*I don’t make any pretense asawriter. I 
am just jotting down thingsas I woud talk. 
Books, old souvenirs, menus and guests’ 
cards that I come across suggest material and 
lain constantly meeting old friends and get- 
ting letters that refresh my memory. My son 
and I am 
using him asasortof copy reader. I have 
never thought of bringing out the book. It 
is A mere keepsake prepared in idle hours for 
my children and grandcbildren,.’’

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HOME FOR AGED AND INDIGENT CATS, 


Annual Report of the Institution Located 
Near Boston.

Boston, Mass., April 21.—The ‘‘Home for 
Aged and Indigent Cats’’ bas made its annual 
report. This institution, for a small sum, 
undertakes the care of cats which are ill or 
which, having outlived their usefulness, are 
held so dear by their masters or mistresses 
as to deserve such kind and judicious 
treatment as may prolong their lives 


to the legitimate limit free from 
the dangers of brickbats or m ischief- making 
small boys. The ‘‘Cat Hospital,’’ as it is ta- 
miliarly known, is loeated in the suburbs of 
Brighton, ana under Supt. Perkins’ intelll- 
gent management it dees a paying business, 
The most aristocratic members of the cat cre- 
ation in Boston are sheltered behind its con- 
fines, while there also many other cats there 
of less conspicuous pedigree. During the 
past year, as the report shows, 261 
sick, debilitated, superannuated or home- 
less cats were taken in out of the cold 
and cheerless world. Of the total number of 
cats received 171 were sent in for treatment by 
their owners, while ninety were simply pulled 
in for being without visible means of support. 
Of deaths there were thirty-five, the larger 
proportion being due to la grippe, against 
which dread disease the tradition of the race 
for longevity was knocked into & cocked hat. 
There were also as many 29 thirty-three cats 
suffering In the sans eyes, sans teeth, sans 
everything period of their existence, which 
became so acute that Mr. Perkins caused thém 
to be ‘‘mercifully killed.’’ \

GRAIN RAISERS, PLANTERS AND RIVER 
MEN TO WORK IN UNISON. 


A New Departure to Be Inaugurated by the 
Vicksburg River Convention—tThe Efiect- 
ive Work of St. Lowis—A Strong Alliance 
That Has Never Been Made Before. 


HE convention to be 
held at Vicksburg, 
on April 30,to take 
such steps as may be 
deemed best for ob 
taining legislation 
that will prevent 
disastrous floods on 
the Mississippi, and 
improve the naviga- 
tion of that stream, 
is being regarded with great Interest in this 
city, and preparations are being made to 
have its case presented in the clearest pos- 
sible manner. Delegates from the State have 
not yet been appointed, but it isexpected that 
they will be within a few days. 

MEMBERS OF THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE 
do not intend to rest content with this repre- 
sentation, but will send delegates on their 
own account. On Saturday afternoon an in- 
formal discussion among those most directly 
interested in the river traffic took place, anda 
plan of campaign ‘was adopted. There was 
some consideration as tothe gentlemen who 
should be requested to attend the convention, 
and while no action wastaken the names of 
Henry C. Haarstick and Isanc M. Mason were 
prominently mentioned. Both gentle- 


men have large river interests, 
and are thoroughly familiar with 
the subject. John A. Scudder was also con- 
sidered as a gentleman whose advice would 
be of great value. A new departure is to be 
inaugurated, as the farmers are to be given 
representation, andthe plan previously pur- 
sued of allowing matters to be managed by 
river men and the owners of plantations near 
the banks of the river will be altered by cail- 
ing In the aid of the farmers in the corn and 
wheat beit. 
HERETOF )RE THE GRAIN MEN 
have paid little attention the river improve- 
ments, as they bave not realized to impor- 
tance of its bearing upon the value of their 
crops. The task of St. Louis bas been to con- 
vince them thattheir interests are identical 
with those of the river men, and to secure 
their co-operation in obtaining the necessary 
legislation. The success that bas been met 
with in this direction is consid- 
ered most satisfactory by those who 
heve taken the matter in hand, and a strong 
support in Congress is believed to be assured 
from sections that have hitherto been either 
indifferent or hostile. A large number of let- 
ters bave been sent by St. Louis corn receivers 
to country dealers and farmers setting forth 
the advantages to be gained, especially by she 
corn growers, of having unimpeded naviga- 
tion during the crop season, and answers 
have been received promising support to any 
well conceived plan of deepening the water on 
the bars. The farmers of Southern lowa, 
Eastern and Southern Nebraska, Missouri,

THK TRUSTS “IN CLOVER.” 


A Republican organ says the Senate’s 
anti-trust bill will become a law, and that 
its approval by the President will mark 
the day which placed the Republican 
party in power as ‘‘the darkest day which 
‘‘the pools, trusts and combines ever 
. ‘saw. >? . 

By their actions the trusts are showing 
that they have fully accepted the passage 
of that bill by a unanimous vote of the 
Senate as.a guarantee that they need be 
in no fear of unfriendly legislation from 
the present Congress. Since the Senate 
passed it, the Standard Oil people have 
gone on and completed the organization 
of their great White Lead and Linseed 
Oil Trusts, which will give them an ab- 
solute monopoly of the painting business, 
and enable them to enroll among the 
serfs of the Standard Oil Trust every 
painter in the United States. 

The White Lead and Linseed Oil branch 
ofthe great Standard Oil octopus has 
been capitalized at $120,000,000, and the 
influence of that amount of capital was 
shown not only in emasculating the anti- 
trust bill but in averting a far more 
effective blow against the tariff founda- 
tion on which the organization rests. 
That foundation was the duty of 25 cents 
a gallon on linseed oil, which had enabled 
the Linseed Oil Trust to raise the price of 
oil from 38 cents to 60, and a duty of 3 
cents a pound, or more than 70 per cent, 
on white lead. 

Instead of destroying these combines by 
cutting down the duties on the articles 
they are monopolizing, the Ways and 
Means Committee, at their request, has 
increased the oil duty to 30 cents, and the 
new paint combine isso much master of 
the situation in Congress, and has so little 
fear of the Senate Dill, that it has put 
white lead up 10 per cent and will cer- 
tainly announce further advances if the 
tariff reformers in Congress do not utterly 
suppress the McKinley Dill.

WABBLING AGAIN, 

The Administration started in to head 
off the silver men with the Windom bill. 
For a time 1t seemed that Mr. HARRISON’sS 
public and private promises to them were 
to be broken as ruthlessly as his promises 
to the civil service reformers. Of free 
coinage he said in his December message: 
**We should not tread the dangerous edge 
of such a peril,’”? and be expressed his 
fear that ‘‘the sameresult would follow

declares that ‘‘Congress will probably 
‘*provide for the unlimited free coinage 
‘*President HarR- 
‘*RISON’S administration is likely to be- 
‘‘come as memorable for its friendliness 
*‘to silver and silver coinage as that of 
**‘CLEVELAND’S is for its hostility.’’ 

We shall have to wait a year or two 
longer to learn whether this Administra- 
tion is to become memorable for anything 
except its pliableness to ‘‘pulls’’ and it§ 
devotion to the spoils system.

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STANDING MAY BESEATED 


SPECIAL MEETING OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
TO-NIGHT TO PASS ON THE CONTEST- 


What the Report of the Committee Will Be 
—Doubt as to Whether the Auler Men 
Can Get Their Full Vote in Favor of 
Ousting Kelly—The Miller Men’s View 
of the Situatiov—Froebel’s Birthday and 
How It Was Celebrated. ; 


A special meeting of the School Board will 
be held to-night for the purpose of consider- 
ing and taking action upon the report of the 
Standing-Kelly Election Contest Committee. 
The committee has been investigating the 
case for a couple of inonths and has now com- 
pleted its labors. Mr. P. J. Kelly and Dr. 
Wm. Standing were the candidates for School 
Directors in the Tenth District at the last elec- 
tion and Mr. Kelly, on the face of the returns, 
was elected by a good majority. Dr. Stand- 
ing, however, contested the election on 
the grounds of fraud. “A demand was 
made by his attorney that the ballot boxes be 
opened, but this demand was refused until 
the Aulerites assumed the supremacy, when 
an inspection of the ballots was ordered. The 
examination revealed abundant evidence of 
fraud and increased Dr. Standing’s vote con- 
siderably. It was in Precinct No. 126 that the 
greatest number of irregularities were discoyv- 
ered. The committee concluded after a 
lengthy examination of the vote of this poll 
that it was impossible to tell what the actual 
vote had been and’consequently that the only 
fair course would be to throw out the vote 
entirely. This being done Dr. Standing 
is left with a majority of 45. As .this will be 
the report of the committee to-night the evi- 
dence on which the conclusion was reached 
will be interesting. An advance sheet of the 
report was secured to-day by a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter, and in a condensed form it is as fol- 

ws:

-THE REPORT. 

The committee reports having proceeded in 
the presence of Mr. Kelly and several repre- 
sentatives of the press to make a 
new canvass of the votes cast in Dis- 
trict No. 10. A large number of errors and 
irregularities were discovered. The ballots 
in several boxes showed incorrect counting 
and improper rejection of votes. Thusin the 
eighty-eighth precinct 19 votes for Standing 
and 6 for Kelly had been rejected, and in No. 
125 both parties had lost votes by inaccura- 
cies. In Precinct 127 Kelly was credited with 
247 votes, and Standing with only 30. The 
correct figures would be 21] and 53. 

Evidence heard with reference to Precinct 
No. 126 showed grave !trreguiarities. The new 
rule ofthe board ordering judges to verify 
bailots by initialing them on the back had 
been ignored exceptiu the case of one ballot. 
Tiere had also been willful tampering with 
b@llots by the election officers. Messrs. Jobn 
H. Vette, Bennett Pike, John B. Vogel, J. 
Thompson Lindsley and Oscar H. Petring, ail 
testified that they did not vote at ali, buta 
ballot from each was found made out in Kelly’s 
favor. Measrs. John Mullaliy, John Powers, 
George L. Vogel and Maicolm J. Lindsley each 
declared he only voted once, though two or 
more Kelly ballots from each were found in 
the box. Mr. Jobn Schweighauser voted once 
only, and for Mr. Coffey. The regular baliot 
was not forthcoming, but two In favor of Kelly 
were found. 

The evidence also disclosed that there were 
85 ballots in the box for which no name was 
marked voted on the poli book, and that 280 
ballots at least had been marked aa voted and 
deposited in the box, although the contents of 
the ballot box as counted atthe opening of the 
examination and at the close of the same 
(after an expression was made by one of the 
judges that the contents had been increased 
since the box was first opened), only showed 
258 ballots, including those above referred to 
which had been improperly put there. The 
poll book showed also that 280 had been first 
inserted as the whole number of ballots cast 
and subsequently erased, and the figures 268 
inserted in place thereof. 

There were other duplicate ballots for Mr. 
Kelly which had the same numbers appearing 
opposite the name of some voters, but which 
were not explained except that they were 
unavoidable errors. There were no such 
dupjicate ballots found in the ballot box 
which appeared to bave been cast either for 
Mr. Coffey or Mr. Standing, by mistake is al- 
leged. There were in all about one hundred 
and seventeen ballots in the ballot box which 
apparently were cast tor the same parties and 
which were scratched so much alike in the 
appearance of the pencil marks thereon, that 
your committee deemed it remarkable and 
deserving of explanation, and the similarity 
of whicb scratches was accounted for by one 
ofthe judges by the statement that it must 
have been caused by the fact that a pen- 
cil had been used which was tied to a table 
and had only about twelve inches of string at- 
tached to it. 

A large portion of the evidence came from 
the friends and supporters of Mr. Kelly, and 
the only conclusion the committee could 
come to from it was that the rules were eyad- 
edin order to make detection of fraud dit- 
ficult or impossible, that the ballots as cast 
were tampered with by one judge and the 
clerk of election and that while a large 
amount offraudulent work done at the pre- 
cinct had been uncovered and disclosed it is 
utterly impossible from the condition of the 
ballots or from the evidenceto ascertain the 
true vote cast. The committee decided to 
follow the ruling in State versus Sutton, 3 
Mo. App., page 419, and discard the entire 
vote of Precinct 126. 

The investigations throughout had dis- 
closed a mistake of but one vote in favor of 
Dr. Standing, while in all the precincts ex- 
cept 126 there had been thirty-nine mistakes 
infavorof Mr. Kellyand thirty-two against 
Dr, Standing. 

The vote as originally counted stood 1,067 
for P. J. Kelly and 825 fur Wm. Standing. The 
committee increased Kelly’s vote by fourteen 
gains, but decreased it by 255 losses, thus re- 
ducing the total to 826. They increased Dr. 
Standing’s total by seventy-four gains, and 
his losses were only twenty-eight, thus mak- 
ing his new total 871 and giving him a majority 
of forty-five.

HE WILL RESIGN THE PRESIDENCY OF THE 
BOARD WHEN IT ARRIVES. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy Makes Some 
Pertinent Suggestions Concerning the 
Scavenger Boat System—Speaker Alt Ex- 
periences Some Difficulty Making Up the 
Personnel of the New House Commit- 
tees—City Hall Matters, 


The appointment of President Flad of the 
Board of Public Improvements, as was an- 
noucced in the SunDAY Post-DispaTcs, bas 
been confirmed by the Senate, and as soon as 
his commission reaches the city he will for- 
mally tender kis resignation to the Mayor. 
‘*I want to get out of this office as soon as 
possible,’’ Col. Flad remarked toa reporter 
thismorning. ‘‘Ofcourse, I will actin such 
& manner as not to cause any embarrassment 
to the board or the city. I have no idea when 
my commission will arrive, and consequently 
I cannot say just when I will step down 
and out. I have not received any information 
whatever from an official source bearing on 
my appointment, andI know nothing aside 


You ask me who in my judgment ougbt to 
succeed me in this office. My first 
choice, as I have said uall along, is 


Gen. Turner, but it appears that he will not 
run. My next choice is Mr. MoMath, the 
Sewer Commissioner. He would pake a first- 
Class President in every respect.’ 

Mr. McMath said this morning that he was 
still ready and willing to take the 
Republican nomination, but that he 
would under no circumstances make any cam- 
paign for the nomination. 

The Democrats mentioned for the nomina- 
tion are Kk. kK. Southard, Edward Walsh, Jr., 
Jobn G. Kelly, Street Commissioner Burnett, 
Park Commissioner Kiemm, Harbor Commis- 
sioner Murpby, Fielding Mansfield, Chas. 
Stephens, Walter J. Blakely and others. 


A Better System Needed. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy this morning 
presented to Mayor Noonan a communication 
relating to the present plan of disposing of the 
scavenger material at the river front. He 
states that the system now in operation is the 


same as that established in 1844, which has 
simply been extended, but not improved. He 
SS very forcibly the injury done to the 
harbor, tothe property of the lumbermen, 
elevators, whartboats and steamboats, 
and the nuisance caused by the decay- 
ing vegetabie and animal matter deposited 
in the river during the summer months. It 
costes the harbor fund over $5,000 annually to 
dredge the harbor and remove the substances 
thrown into the river from the dump boats to 
which the offalistaken. Twoplans are pre- 
sented to the commission as a remedy for the 
growing evil. One is to place all the scav- 
enger matter in patent dumping boats, which 
could be towed into the river, emptied of 
their contents and returned to their landings. 
The expense of this would be less than 
that now in operation. The second pian 
would be to let the work by _  con- 
tract to private parties who would 
be under the supervision of the Health and 
Harbor Departments. The Commissioner 
presents facts gleaned from answers to in- 
quiries made to the Mayors of New York, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Buffalo, Detroit and 
Albany, showing tbatin all the cities named 
the cost of disposing of the class of matter 
referred to is much greater than bere. The 
Commissioner states that the lessees and 
patrons ofthe Harbor Department represent 
an aggregate capital of over $75,000,000 and the 
transfer companies alone transport across the 
river over $300, 000,000 per annum, 

The report concludes as follows: ‘‘I have 
no data at hand on which to base a reliabie 
statement of the goods manufactured or the 
business transacted by the corporations and 
mercantile concerns referred to, butI know 
they are those who give life and vigor to the 
trade and commerce of the city and of this 
entire valley, and they are entitled tothe 
care and consideration of this department as 
well as that of every other branch of the 
municipal government.’’

son, was evidence tending to prove the iden- 
tity of the person who was in that case alleged 
to have made the contract. 

In the case at bar the defendant’s testimony 
was tothe effect merely that he called up by 
telephone a number, asked who it was, and 
the answer came back thatit was the Pad- 
dock-Hawley Iron Co. Defendant then asked 
the price of iron delivered through the month 
of August and the price which defendant 
claimed as the coptract price was given. 
There was no attempt by the defendant 

TO IDENTIFY THE PERSON 
with whom he held this conversation. Even 
if there had been sufficient to justify the con- 
clusion that it was the plaintiff, whilst the 
ancient commou law rules of evidence are 
broad enough in their philosophy to adopt the 
modern telephone and reduce it to service yet 
the rules of evidence remain the same; 
and the principle thata party who alleges a 
contract oughtto prove it with a reasonable 
degree of certainty stillapplies. It has never 
been held, so far aslam aware, that a tele- 
phone message merely purporting to come 
from from a certain party, but with no other 
evidence of identification was binding on such 
party. In this case, however, the evi- 
dence on the part of the plaintiff 
was positively to the effect that 
there were but two men connected with 
plaintiff concern who had authority to make 
such contracts, and that neither of them ever 
heard of this telephonic communication until 
after this controversy arose. Ky the rules of 
evidence applicabie to this case, the plaintiff 
is entitled to recover.

IT DEPENDS ON A WOMAN. 


IF AH QUONG’S WIFE CANNOT LAND, A MUR- 
DER CASE HERE WILL BE DROPPED. 


The Murder of Ah Jim by William Mullen 
and William Pinkston Comes Up in the 
Criminal Court This Morning and Inter- 
esting Complications, Which Beset the 
Prosecution, Are Made Known. 


From present appearances the Chinese re- 
striction act willcut a big figure in the prose- 
ecution of an important murder case now 
pending in the Criminal Courtinthiscity. If 
a Chinese woman is permitted by the 
authorities to enter the country the case will 
be prosecuted, If she is sent back to Hong 
Kong the action will probably be dropped. 

This case is one against William Mullen 
and Willilam Pinkston, jointly charged in an 
indictment returned by the Grand-jury in 
May, 1889, with murder in the first degree in 
the killing of a Chinaman, one Ah Jim. The 
continuance is taken on account of the ab. 
sence of another Chinaman, Ah Quong, who 
is a material witness inthe case. Ab Quong 
bas disappeared and cannot be located. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES 

leading up to the arrestand prosecution of 
Mullen and Pinkston are somewhat peculiar. 
About 7 o’clock on the evening of October ll, 
1888, two negroes entered the laundry estab- 
lishment kept by Ah Jimand Ah Quong at 1409 
Hickory street. After ashort pariey about the 
price of some uncalled-for clothing one of the 
negroes suddenly demanded of Ah Jim that 
he give bim adollar. The Mongolian pro- 
tested that he was too poor and started toward 
arear door. Witha curse the negro drew a 
revolver and fired at the retreating form. 
The bullet struck Ah Jim under the ieft arm 
and lodged near his heart. He died the fol- 
lowing day at the City Hospital. 

Both of the negroes made their escape at 
thetime. A few weeks afterwards one James 
Buaya was arrested on suspicion, he answer- 
ing ina great measure the description given 
by Ah Quong of his partner’s assailant. At

The Route ef the Road—How It Is te Be 
Built—Tom Scott Tells About the New 
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Work was begun on the Scott Elevated road 


_ to-day and the two big holes which were dug

_ avenue, 
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through the granite on Third street and 
Washington avenue were objects of interest 
to hundreds of people who passed there this 
_ morning. 

It was about 8 o’clock when the surveyors 
arrived, and it did not take them lung to fin- 
ish their work. They had the ground pretty 
well surveyed and their levels were soon 
trained om the exactspots where the first 
foundations for the new road 

to be bullt. Soon the 
workmen had their new white chalk lines in 
hand ahd in obedienceto the directions of 
the surveyor they drove nails between the 
blocks of granite and strung the lines about 
them soastoleave between a large square 
measuring about eight feet on each side. 
Then the surveyor threw his theodolite over 
his shoulder and walked away. 

Eight diggers were on hand with picks and 
shovels and they began work on the granite 
atonce. There was no ceremony. None of 
the projectors were on hand; there was nota 
speech; not atongratulation, but the hardy- 
handed sons of toil made granite blocks fiy 
out of the boundary of those chalk lines like 
shavings from a shaving machine. A few

round, wondering what was going. on. Other 
idle citizens came along and asked questions, 
and soon a iot of them got together and 
guessed that the two square holes which were 
sunk inthe street were for the elevated road. 

‘*What is it?’’ was the invariable question. 

A merchant asked it perhaps, or a messen- 
ger boy sliowed up in his run to inquire, or 
else ateamster drew up his horses and asked 
the question, but everyone wanted to know 
aboutitand everyone soon found out. It 
wasn’t hard to get through the 
granite pavement for the great junc- 
tion of streets at the end of the big 


bridge is payed after a peculiar fashion. It 
was the first street in the city paved with 

ranite, and there the pavement issimply a 

ot of granite blocks set on edge on top ofa 
layer of sand about a foot thick. It was an 
experiment, the paving of that square, and 
the experiment was made before the conorete 
foundations came into “vogue. Removing the 
blocks, the workmen had onlyto shovel out 
about a foot of sand and then they struck the 
mother clay. But it was hard digging for a 
while. The ground was mixed with the dis- 
carded utensils of a former time, which ar- 
chaeologists might have raved over could 
they have remained but afew decades longer 
under the pavements of tne city’s street. 
There were cups and saucers, Old earthen- 
ware vessels, barrel hoops, fence posts still 
standing upright and al) the evidences of pre- 
vious habitation when that section of the city 
was one of the residence districts. It was re- 
ally interesting to see what the workmen 
turned up and some of the articles which were 
disinterred were put aside to be taken home 
and used again in actual service. 

If the elevated road projectors have to meet 
no more opposition than they found there 
their attorneys’ fees will not be enough 
to keep one Four Courts shyster in beer. 
Among all the crowd that gathered about 
those two square holes there was not a man 
who did not say be was giad to see the road 
started. 

‘*If they willonly go ahead and complete 
it,’’ said a commission man, ‘‘I will guaran- 
tee that we will hang every objector to the 
ties.’”’ 

. According to Mr. Tom Scott, there will be 
mo trouble about completing the road. 
THE ROUTES. 

There are three or four divisions of the en- 
terprise all permitted by the one Dill which 
passed the Municipal Assembly in August and 
was signed by the Mayor. These divisions 
and the routes are as follows: 

The main road—according tothe franchise, 
will begin at the big bridge entrance, at the 
intersection of Third street and Washington 
avenue, going north on Third street to Mor- 
gan street, west to Twenty-second street, 
south to Washington avenue, thence to Jef- 
ferson avenue, south to West Jefferson 
still gouth to Chouteau ar- 

enue, diagonally across Chouteau avenue 
to Ohio avenue, south to Park avenue, west 
to and under Grand avenue, thence either as 
an elevated or surface railway to the inter- 
section of Park avenue and the New Manches- 
ter road, west over across intervening streets, 
alleys and city blocks to and along aline not 
less than 300 feet south of the south line of 
Forest Park tothe city limita. A branch of 
this the main road istorun from the intersec- 
tion of Park avenue and Thurman boulevard 
south to Magnolia avenue. Ali streets, the 
ordinance requires, must be eitber bridged or 
tunneled, and ali railway tracks must be 
bridged. ; 

A north line of elevated road will be begun 
at Twenty-second and Morgan streets, run 
north to O’Falion street, west to Jefferson av- 
enue, north to Hebert street, west to Prairie 
avenue, north to Ashiand avenue, west to 
Fair avenue, north to Rosalie street and over 
intervening streets, alleys and biocks to the 
city limits. This line will be elevated to the 
intersection of Fair avenue and the Natural 
Bridge road, where it will become a surface 

‘or elevated road as the topegraphy of the 
country and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments agree. 

. THE PLANS 

which the construction corps have laid out 

will insure the compietion of the road within 
ashort time unless there is a change or some 

‘obstacle is thrown In the way. 

Said Mr. Scott: ‘‘We do not propose to use 
afew men and much time, but many men and 
little time. The iron superstructure is com- 
pleted and on its way to 8. Louis. 
Our plan will be to stars different 
gangs to work at different places all along the 
route: That is, to begin building,in probably 
twenty different sections, and the gangs will 
follow each other so tbat the whole road will 
go up at once instead of building at one end 
and pushing it along with one gang. It will 
enable us to complete the work within avery 
short time.’’ 

The foundations for the pillars, which the 
excavators are making ready for now, are 
very substantial. In the bottom of the huge 
hole agreat square stone is laid ina bed of 
cement. There isabole in the center of it, 
and fixed inthe bottom isa great iron pillar. 
Otber foundation stones, all of them cut 
from solid pieces and with center holes 
are slipped over the pillar and around 
it is built up a masonry foundation 
which an earthquake could not shake, and 
then, when it bas reached the street level, a 
hole is filled with concrete, which hardens 
and practically maxes for each pillar a foun- 
dation of stone 8x8 feet and 10 feet thick, in 
which is built the fron pillar, The road will 
be a splendid one if it is completed and no 
doubt it will be completed unless some of the 
financial arrangements are disturbed or the 
objecting citizens succeed in their obstructing 


schemes.

INVESTING HIS PROFITS. 


Mr. Samuel Kennard Purchases 3,559 Feet 
of Ground tor $65,000. 


Mr. Samuel Kennard closed a $65,000 pur- 
chase ofunimproved residence property to- 
day. The ground isa part of that Oabanne 
tract at the northwest corner of which is the 


abandoned site of Kensington Gardens. The 
platin its entirety is traversed by the Narrow 
Gauge Rallway. King’s highway bounds it on 
the east,Union avenue on the west and Delmar 
on the south, comprising inail about 21,354 
frontfeet. Ithas probably been more than 
ten years since all this ground was bought by 
six different parties, John R. Shepley among 
others, and all but the last named interest has 
been acquired lately by new owners at prices 
reported at $20 to 25 a foot. The original six 
owners divided their Interests equally be- 
tween them. The allotment was not 
made in single pieces of the ground, 
but in detached parcels shattered here 
and there, with frontages on various proposed 
streets which have not yet been opened 
through the land. This was done to make the 
division of interests more equitable, and in 
that way each owner was given a portion of 
the worst as well as some of the best ground 
inthe plot. The Shepley interest, embracing 
3,509 front feet, which Mr. Ken- 
nard has acguired at about $18.25 
u foot, is in different parcels 
fronting on Delmar avenue, Morgan street, 
Finney ana Coburn avenues, These parcels 
vary in dimensions from 150 to 359 feet, all of 
them being of good depth. Messrs. Papin & 
Tontrup represented the interests of the 
grantor, Mrs. Mary A. Shepley, in this trans- 
action, and it was through that firm that Mr. 
C. C. Nicholls acquired an option to buy 
it about three weeks since at the price 
stated, and it was he who induced Mr. Ken- 
nard to make the purchase. In the consumma- 
tion of this deal there is avery fair and reiia- 
ble criterion of the enhancing value of West 
End property, especially that section known 
Cabanne tract. Mrs. 
Semple Ames was one of the 
owners of this plot and it 
remembered that her interest, 
embracing 7,000 front feet, twice as much as 
Mrs. Shepley acquired from her deceased 
husband’s estate, was sold for $100,000 to John 
G. Meyer. The price at which Messrs. Papin 
& Tontrup sold in bulk for their client is an 
advance of about 33 per cent over what Mrs. 
Ames got, and the rise in values Js still 
more apparent in the re-sale of Mr. 
Myer’s ground, which has nearly if not 
quite ail been closed out at  ~prices 
reported at $20 to $25a foot. Papin & Tontrup 
say they have been offered from $25 to $30a 
foot for portions of the ground which has been 
sold to Mr. Kennard. Mr. Nicholls says bis 
client bought the property for speculation, 
intending to do something in the way of im- 
provements and place it upon the market 
shortly. As it lies now it is nothing more 
than a cow pasture, but the whole 
tract is susceptible of being made very de- 
sirable residence property, and that there is a 
demand for itat reasonable prices does not 
admit of a doubt, rapid transit promised 
within a few months by the Lindell Railway 
Co. being the one principal thing needful to 
give an impetus to building improvements in 
that section. 


SHAKY LEVEES. 


The River Rising in Mississippi—Inspecting 
the Damage. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 21.—In the Tensas and 
Concordia Parishes the levees are in a preca- 
rious condition. The river is rising at the rate 


of one inch every twenty-four hours. The 
levees around Lake Concordia are very shaky 
andtwoor three breaks were threatened and 
but for timely work with sacks at hand more 
than one crevasse would have formed. The 
Punch Bowl Levee, just above Vivalia, is re- 
ported ina dangerous condition to-night and 
the steamer ©. D. Shaw has just gone up 
with atbousand sacks. This levee gave way 
in 1884. It willsurprise no one hereif a cre- 
vasse is reported somewhere on the front to- 
morrow morning. The river is expected to 
reach astand by the middle of this week, and, 
if the levees can be held that long, Concordia 
and Tensas Parishes will be safe.

THE POP£’S REPLY. 


His Addressto 5,000 Pilgrims, Denouncing 
the Italian Government. ‘ 


Rome, April 21.—The 5,000 Italian pilgrims 
presented their address to his Holiness Pope 
Leo XIII., in the hall over the vestibule of 
St. Peter’s, yesterday, and the Pope in reply 
made a stirring address. There were present 
with him twelve cardinals and twenty arch- 
bishops and bishops, besides many of the 
Roman nobility. The Pope was arrayed in 


white, flowing robes, and as he denounced 
his enemies the hall rang with shouts of 
**Long live the Pope King.’”’ Speaking of the 
Italian Government he said: 

**Among the grave solicitudes of the Apos- 
tolic ministry which we exercise, one of the 
bitterest and most poignant is that which con- 
cerns the condition of the Church in Italy and 
the faithof the Italian people. If we have 
always to signalize the dangers which menace 
us at this time, we have a motive more just to 
do so, us for some time now these perils have 
become more grave; besides, facts speak for 
themselves. The war which the satanic 
hatred of parties wages against the Catholic 
religion is openly sustained here by the pub- 
lic powers which have declared in favor of 
these parties. The laws and acts which direct- 
ly or indirectly concern the church and reli- 
gious are in Italy made under the direct in- 
spiration of these parties, which all obey. 
There is, infact, tangible evidence that the 
action ofthe public powers in ecclesiastical 
Policy fully responds to their sectarian as- 
cone yee and their culpable designs, which 

enceforth are no mysteries to any one. 
It is sufficient to record the articles of the new 
penal code against the clergy, the standards 
of June last, the discourse in Palermo, which 
are in course of preparation. Itis a continu- 
ation of the war whith was commenced by the 
destruction of the sovereignty of the pontiffs, 
and which all along its course manifests itself 
more and more in the intentions of the agita- 
tors, that isto say, in wara outrance made 
without truce against religion and against the 
Church of Jesus Christ.’’ 

He then addressed more particularly the pil- 
grims and concluded witha blessing. After- 
wards he admitted some of the leaders to kiss 
his feet.
